Finally, Mr. Kelley appeared, just 
as Judge Davis looked out from his 
chambers on the side to see if every- 
one were ready. 

When the judge took the bench he 

looked at the jury and said: 
“Gentlemen, have you arrived upon 
verdict?” 
The defendants were standing and 
for a moment Mrs. Massie stood be- 
side her husband as if she, too, were 
charged with the crime and meant to 
take part in the proceedings, although 
she probably was just dazed and hard- 
ly knew what she was doing. A bai- 
liff standing by Lieutenant Massie 
motioned her to sit down, which she 
did reluctantly. 

The form sheets on which the ver- 
dict was written were taken from 
John Stone, foreman of the jury, by 
a clerk and handed to the judge who 
read them through quickly and then 
gave them to the clerk to read. The 
clerk's voice was trembling with nerv- 
ousness and his hands shook as he 
read the first one: 

“Thomas H. Massie, guilty of man- 
slaughter, leniency recommended.” 

Mrs. Massie Sobs. 


There were great sobs as Mrs, Mas- 
sie reached out and clung pte 
to her husband, who leaned over wit 
his jaw working and patted her on 
the shoulder. But when he looked up 
again at the jury he smiled faintly 
and lifted his shoulders. There was 
not a quiver in his body. 

Next the clerk read: 

“Grace Fortescue, guilty of man- 
slaughter, leniency recommended.” 

Mrs. Fortescue half smiled and lift- 
ed her chin defiantly, not a movement 
of her eyes or lips portraying any 
emotion. She was much more self- 
contained than she often had been 
through the trial. 

Albert O. Jones and Edward J. 
Lord, the two enlisted men, then were 
found guilty, with recommendations 
for leniency. Jones was red, but Lord 
half shrugged his shoulders. 

Mrs. Massie’s sobs became half bys- 
terical and then she calmed a little 
as her husband leaned over and said: 

“Don't ery, darling.” 

It was the only sound in the court- 
room and many spectators were visibly 
affected and weeping with her. Even 
some of the jurors seemed affected. 
The wives of several navy men broke 
into muffled but furious exclamations 
and the way the navy felt was made 
obvious a few moments later. 

Darrow Depressed. 

Mr. Darrow seemed quite depressed 
by the verdict. His whole huge frame 
was sunk into itself as he slid down 
on a chair, and his chin fell toward 
his chest.

Judge Davis an- 
nounced the defendants would be 
placed in custody of Captain Ward 
Wortman, a naval officer, and that 
sentence would be pronounced a week 
from today. 

The climax of the long, drama- 
charged case was over quickly, requir- 
ing Only about 10 minutes, 

As the defendants walked out Mrs. 
Massie still was sobbing. Massie’s 
lips were white and set. Mrs. Fortes- 
cues countenance was blanched, but 
her eyes were dry and there was an 
air of defiance in her manner. Lord 
and Jones smiled at friends who spoke 
to them. 

Clarence Darrow, aged defense at- 
torney, who came out of retirement 
to plead the cause of the four ac- 
cused, did not arise and took no part 
in any of the final proceedings. When 
it was over he took out his glasses, 
put them on and opened a law book. 

Darrow’s associate, Charles S. Lei- 
sure, said that on the appeal the case 
would go to the territorial supreme 
court and then to the ninth district 
United States circuit court of appeal 
in California, if necessary. 

Thus did the aged defender’s dou- 
ble plea of insanity on the part of 
Massie and his reference to the un- 
written law phases of the case come 
to naught. 

And likewise came victory for John 
C. Kelley, young Irish lawyer who 
was named public prosecutor for Ho- 
nolulu in the political shakeup which 
followed the lynching.

WASHINGTON, April 29.— (GP) 
Fourteen years ago Sergeant Richard 
O'Neill led an assaulting line near 
the Ourecq river im France, single- 
handedly attacked 25 Germans and 
was removed from the battlefield badly 
wounded. 

He was 20 years old and received 
the congressional medal of honor for 
his feat of valor. 

Today Richard O'Neill, of New 
York, a salesman and private citizen, 
appeared calmly, before the house 
ways and tneans committee, looked 
squarely into the eyes of others who 
had fought overseas and bitterly de- 
nounced the $2,000,000,000 soldier 
bonus measure as “discriminatory” 
and unnecessary. 

“There are thousands of veterans 
like myself who do not need such 
aid,” he said, “and on the other hand, 
there are thousands of unemployed, 
not veterans who deserve such as- 
sistance.” 

‘eill said he was representing 
“no one but myaglf.” At the war de- 
partment his record overseas showed 
that in the first advance against the 
Germans as he led the assaulting line, 
he received several pistol wounds. He 


continued to advance with great phys- | $2 


ical effort and remained in apaew 
of his detachment.

OUR VITAL RAIk SECURITIES. 

The vital importance to the finan- 
cial stability of the country in the 
rehabilitation of railroad securities 
of all kinds is illustrated in the re- 
cently published statement that the 
life insurance companies operating 
in New York, which for all practical 
purposes represent all the life in- 
Surance companies doing business 
in’ the United States, hold railroad 
bonds of a value exceeding $2,900,- 
000,000, ' 

The interest on these bonds at 
5 1-2 per cent was equivalent to 
one-third of all the dividends, or 
one-fourth of all the death losses, 
these ‘companies during 
1930. 

Similarly railroad issues constitute 
the backbone of trust funds, endow- 
ments and private fortunes in every 
part of the country. : Thus when 
the railroads are not prosperous and 
their securities fall in value, not 


‘only their stockholders lose but a 


large per cent of all the people are 
affected. 

The railroad companies are exert- 
ing every effort to bring themselves 
back to a profit-making basis. Rates 
have been slashed, expenses re- 
duced, and it is now suggested by 
President Sargent of the Chicago & 
Northwestern railway that the rail- 
way express enter into competition 
with buses and trucks, through 


store-door truck delivery and col-' 


lection of freight, forwarding it as 
carload freight or otherwise. 

Since the stock in the railway ex- 
press is owned by the railroads, a 
double benefit would be received in 
increased tonnage handled by the 
carriers and large profits by the ex- 
press agency. 

The various state governments 
should meet the efforts of the rail- 
ways to re-establish their business 
by enacting laws which would put 
an end to the unfair competition of 
the motor carriers who are now 
using the highways of the nations 
practically without taxation or regu- 
lation.

Exports of Staple From 
U. S. Jump 1,336,000 
Bales Above First Eight 
Months of Last Season. 


WASHINGTON, April/ 29.—(4)— 
France is the latest foreign customer 
to take advantage of the low 
prices prevailing in American cotton 
shops which are doing a rush export 
business. 

That country took 87,000 bales in 
March, which was 50 per cent more 
than a year ago,,and the largest 
| French purchase for that month since 
the 1918-1919 season. 


The total March exports were 927,- 
000 bales, 53 mer cent greater than 
last year, and the heaviest since 1914- 
1915, with the exception of the 1926- 
1927 marketing period. 

This activity, the agriculture de 
partment said today, was due largely 
to the continued interest of Japan 
and China in American cotton. Other 
foreign buyers are also taking more 
than last year’s purchases. 

For Me first eight months of the 
present season, exports amounted to 
6,854,000 bales—an increase of 1,336,- 
000 over the same months last year. 
Remaining stocks in the United States 
are, nevertheless, still large. On April 
1, the apparent supply was 12,984,- 
000 against 9,472, in 1931, and 


was the largest amount ever held at 
this time of the’ year. 

At: the same time as the depart- 
ment’s report was issued, cotton 
ad committee was again in ses- 
sion with the farm rd considering 
a new sales policy for the crop year 
beginning August 1. _ It-is expected 
to recommend a restricted and order- 
ly selling policy which may be largely 
confined to foreign countries. 

The department said “there is lit- 
tle doubt that the world consumption 

American cotton in March was 
higher than in the same iod last 
year, since consumption of American 
cotton in the United States during 
March was about the same as last 
year, and consumption in many of 
the important foreign countries was 
larger than a year ago.” 

Indications are, the department 
said, that southern farmers now 
planting a new crop are again redue- 
ing their expenditures in response to 
low prices and incomes. 
cs This is being reflected,” it said, 

in the amount of fertilizer being sold. 

In addition, the cotton farmers who 
made considerable shifts to food and 
feed crops last year evidently found 
it to their advantage and have in- 
dicated intentions of further increas- 
ing the acreage in such crops this 
year. During March sales of fer- 
tilizer tags in the eight most im- 
pestent cotton states (excluding Okla- 
oma) amounted to only 46.6 per cent 
of March, 1931; 33.5 per cent of 
March, 1930, and were the smallest 
for that month for more than a 
decade.

Epstein’s apart- 
ment at the Southgate hotel was va- 
cant. So was his office. 


Judge Thomas J. Lynch postponed 
hearing on a writ of habeas corpus 
until tomorrow while the process serv- 
ers continued their hunt for the 
bachelor, who proved to the satisfac- 
tion of a court last February that he 
knew enough about talcum powder, 
teething rings and certified milk to be 
made the legal father of a six-months- 
old infant.

Naked Eye Can See Heart, Lungs 
At Work Through ‘ChestWindow’ 


BY HOWARD N. BLAKESLEE. 
PHILADELPHIA, April 29.—4) 
The naked eye can see living hearts 
and lungs through a new kind of 


chest window demonstrated to the 
Federated Societies of Experimental 
Biology here today. 

The window is a strip of clear pho- 
tographie film, which, in effect, be- 
comes a layer of strong, transparent 
skin, behind which the obscuring mus- 
cles and tissues can be parted like 
a curtain. ' 

It gives science for the ‘first time 
a clear view of the heart and lungs 
working without any artificial stim- 
ulation whatever. It — the pos- 
sibility to sending healing rays di- 
rectly into the interior of the body. 

Rabbits and cats live comfortably, 


the report stated, with these windows 
in their chests. Human uses were 
forecast in treatment of diseased con- 
ditions of the thorax. 

The device was described by its in- 
ventor, Dr. Walker L. Mendenhall. 
professor of pharmacology of the Bos- 
ton University school of medicine. 

Under anesthesia an oval section 
of chest skin is removed and replaced 
by .a: piece: of film fashioned to fit 
the opening.

| It is barely possible that the pitchers do not know 
what they are doing out there on the mound. Hence the 
explanation, as supplied by the Associated Technical 

Societies Review, is of more than passing interest. 
| It explains what makes a curve ball curve, and possibly what 
_makes the wildcat wild, all in a very simple manner so that any 
‘intelligent child may understand. Says the Review: 

“The ball is thrown forward by the arm of the pitcher, at a con- 
siderable velocity x and sideways by the motion of the pitcher's wrist at 
a much less velocity y. 

“If w is the weight of the bell we will have a momentum in one 
direction wx and in a direction at right angles thereto a momentum wy. 
| “If we say the resistance of the air is proportional to the square of 
the velocity, the forward motion would be resisted by a force cx2 and 
the sideway motion by a force cy2. Obviously the first is much the 
‘larger, therefore the forward motion would be retarded much more than 
the sideway motion and a curve would result.” ~ 
| Are you reading? This should prove invaluable to Mr. 
Rube Marquard, the coach of the Cracker pitchers. With this 
oe formula, Mr. Marquard may proceed with no trepidation 
at all. | 

If Climax Blethen, the Moose Hunter, or any other 
curver, isn’t getting his curve ball to break, Mr. Mar- 
quard may apply this mathematical caliper and see if 

Blethen is getting enough XY on the ball so as to pro- 

vide enough CX2 and CY2. 

At any rate, it is a relief to have thus solved the pitching 
ills and fixed it so that Mr. Red Barron and Mr. Marquard may 
sleep ’o nights, so to speak.

After resisting for an hour and a 
half efforts of officers to lead him 
from his cell in death row to the 
small room in which the electric 
chair is located, Walter Holmes, 31, 
of Chicago, surrendered and followed 
his. two companions in death. 

The other two men, A. B. Cooksey, 
23, of Madisonville, Ky., and Charles 
Rodgers, 23, of Chicago, went to their 
deaths peacefully. 

When prison officers then went to 
Holmes’ cell, Holmes threw a bucket 
of water on them. The water pre 
viously had been put in the cell for 
drinking purposes. 

Holmes then brandished an _ iron 
pipe, broken from a water connec- 
tion, and defied the guards to take 
him. After. efforts. to conciliate him 
proved of no avail, Warden Tom 
Logan ordered the officers to use 
tear gas bombs to dislodge the pris- 
oner. ; 

Three tear gas bombs were hurl 
into Holmes’ cell before he capitu- 
lated. As he walked out into the 
death row corridor he smiled faintly 
and puffed at a cigaret. 

Yesterday Holmes slightly wounded 
a guard with an improvised knife.

possible degeneration. HH warmly 
praised the university's boar’ ©! trus- 
tees and its benefactors for co struc- 
tion of the new library which, besides 
heing used by the three units of At- 
lanta University, is to be available to 
students of Morris Brown, Clark and 
(jammon,. the city’s other negro insti- 
tutions of higher learning. 

Dr. Cutten spoke in the Sisters 
chapel, Spelman, where the dedication 
ceremonies were started. 
dedication is to take place this after- 
noon at 2:30 o'clock. 

The educator asserted that he be- 
lieved the use made of leisure time is 
one of the most important factors in 
the progress of civilizatiobn, saying 
that if such time is put to evil chan- 
nels the world will disintegrate but 
that if it is used for helpful study 
nothing but good can result.

SHIP. OFFICERS. SAY 


NEW YORK, April 29.—(/)—The 
story of the death at sea of Hart 
Crane, young Cleveland poet and win- 
ner of a Guggenheim Foundation 
prize in 1931, was told today as the 
liner Orizaba arrived from Mexico 
City and Havana. 

He died a suicide, ship’s officers 
and friends said, because of financial 
despondency and the _ helie® that 
“there is no place in the world today 
for poetry.” 

Alfred G. Mason, purser, said he 
saw Crane pass his office, clad in 
pajamas and a light fopcoat, at 11:45 
a. m. Wednesday. He went to the 
top deck. 

“Passengers said,” Mason related, 
“that Crane walked aft along the 
play deck to the stern. He quickly 
dropped his coat and made a neat 
dive over the rail before anyone real- 
ized what he was going to do.” 

Mrs. Marguerite Cowley, writer and 
painter and a close friend of Crane’s, 
said he was constantly despondent 
over money. 

Just before he took his plunge, she 
said, he came to her stateroom, across 
the ship from his own, and said he 
“wanted to say good-by.” 

“Of course I didn’t dream what 
he meant,” said Mrs. Cowley. “Later 
I heard some shouts and ran to his 
cabin. When I reached the top deck 
they were lowering a boat to search 
for him.”
